Co_umBus, Ohio, August 5, 1901.—Louis C. Laylin, Sec- 
retary of State, has issued the following call for proposals 
to furnish Ohio with her annual quota of paper: 

Sealed proposals will be received at the office of the 
Secretary of State, until Monday, September 2, 1901, at 12 
o'clock m., for furnishing paper for the use of the State 
of Ohio, for one year, as follows: 

7,500 reams of double super royal printing paper, 27/2x41 
inches, 60 pounds to the ream. 

Also, for the use of the executive departments: 

40 reams of double medium paper, 18x46 inches, 60 
pounds to the ream. 

100 reams of Crane’s linen folio paper, 17x22 inches, 24 
pounds to the ream. 

30 reams of linen ledger super royal paper, 20x28 inches, 
54 pounds to the ream. 

500 reams of double flat cap paper, 16'%4x27 inches, 26 
pounds to the ream. 

The ledger paper must be either Weston’s or Brown’s 
first-class paper. 

The quantities above to be increased at the option of, 
and the right to change weight and size of the paper is 
reserved by, the Commissioners of Public Printing. 

Samples of the grades of paper required will be fur- 
nished by the Secretary of State on application, and the 
paper furnished must be equal in every respect thereto. 

Each proposal must specify the price per pound at which 
each grade and quality will be furnished, the delivery to 
commence on November 1 next, and to be delivered in such 
quantities as the Secretary of State may direct.

ice, and formerly A. B. Tower & Co., of Holyoke, Mass. 
Mr. Hardy was the junior member of the firm when the 
usiness was done under the lafter designation. Since his 
vithdrawal from the firm in 1806, after a partnership of 
hree years and a business association with Mr. Tower of 
line years, Mr. Hardy has planned and superintended the 
onstruction of a number of first-class paper and sulphite 
nills. His experience of the past three and one-half years 
with the International Paper Company has been of the very 


greatest value, as it has helped to fit him from a business 
standpoint, as well as a technical one, to advise regarding 
prospective paper and pulp mills, as well as to plan for 
their construction in accordance with the most modern de 
velopment. Mr. Hardy has had considerable to do with 
the development of water powers and is now prepared to 
make surveys and plans for their deve!cpinent. 

In the circular letter sent out to the trade this week by 
Tower & Wallace throvgh the corporation’s secretary, W. 
L. Case, the announcement of the change is made as fol 
lows: 

“At the earnest solicitation of those with whom we have 
contracts and other business dealings, we have turned over 
the corporation in entirety to Geo.

Francis Jefferson Tytus Killed. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 12, 1901.—A distressing fatality 
occurred in Middletown Thursday afternoon when Fran- 
cis Jefferson Tytus, son of the late John B. Tytus, for 
many years at the head of the Tytus-Gardner Paper and 
Manufacturing Company, was instantly killed by the 
blowing out of a low pressure cylinder of an engine. Mr. 
Tytus, who was twenty-three years of age and a graduate 
of the Sheflield Scientific School of Yale, had taken the 
position of head engineer. He was recognized by all as 
a young man wise beyond his years, and was possessed of 
rare ability. He was a natural mechanic, and his thoughts 
turned at all times in that direction. 

A few weeks since the Tytus mills were closed to admit 
of repairs, and the engine was completely overhauled. 
A new foundation had been placed under the Porter Allen 
compound engine, which was apparently ready for use. 
In the afternoon Mr. Tytus had the engine started at 2 
o'clock, but found it was hot and decided to stop it for 
an hour to let it cool. This was done and at 3 o'clock he 
started it again, with the result that the entire side of the 
low pressure cylinder blew.out and a piece of metal, 3 
feet square, struck young Mr. Tytus squarely in the face, 
crushing his skull. The accident was frightful. He was 
standing with his hand on the throttle when the blow out 
took place, and the foreman, who was near him, was struck 
by a flying piece of metal and had his leg broken. 

He is survived by his mother and by two brothers, John 
B. Tytus and William E. Tytus. Mrs. Tytus was a former 
resident of Dayton and a step-daughter of the late Dick- 
inson Thruston. Francis was the idol of her heart, and 
his death, it is feared, will have a telling effect upon her. 
The deceased possessed many traits that endeared him to 
all classes of people, and his untimely end is deplored in 
all circles. 

The funeral on Saturday was one of the largest in the 
history of Middletown. The mills, which had just been 
started, were closed again and all employees of the large 
industrial plant attended the obsequies in a body.

Water Restriction Set in Force on Fox River.

History of the Company—What Has Been Done—Present 
Conditions—The Outlook for Unsecured 
Creditors.

Last year, 1900, the capital was increased to $1,000,000, and 
bonds to the amount of $500,000 were issued, the company 
giving a chattel mortgage and bill of sale to the Royal 
Trust Company and Hugh Robertson, of Montreal, Mr. 
Robertson being president of the trust company. It is gen- 
erally understood among the creditors—the unsecured ones, 
at all events—that the Bank of Montreal and the trust 
company are practically identical. 

The Maritime Sulphite Fibre Company was in excellent 
credit everywhere until the latter part of July, when it was 
announced that the trust company, of.whose interest in the 
Mariiime Company’s affairs few persons had any knowl- 
edge, had taken charge of the works. This was imme- 
diately followed by notice to creditors and correspondents 
that the company had suspended payment, as already re- 
por.cd in THe Paper Trape JOURNAL. 

Creditors, up to the present time, have received no state- 
ment of the company’s liabilities, and there does not seem 
to be any immediate prospect of their doing so. 

F. E. Winslow, agent in Chatham of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, is the agent of the Royal Trust Company, and is 
managing the works, which, after having been shut down 
for about a week, were put in operation July 25, and have 
since been making pulp at the rate of about 300 tons a 
week.

Meantime writs are being issued out of the Supreme 
Court of New Brunswick against the Maritime Sulphite 
Fibre Company at the instance of different unsecured cred- 
itors. The general impression is that there is nothing for 
any creditor save the Bank of Montreal and Mr. Kidson, 
an Englishman, who has a first mortgage of some $20,000 
on some of the concern’s property. 

The largest local losers are lumbermen of the Miramichi 
River, who have furnished the company with logs. Their 
claims amount to about $30,000. The Dominion Coal 
Company’s claim is about $20,000. The Manitowoc 
(Wis.) Steam Boiler Works has a claim for balance on 
digesters of $14,000; the Robb Engineering Company, of 
Amherst, N. S., $2,000; local machine works, about $1,500, 
and other parties with claims reported as high as from 
$100,000 to $150,000. The Bank of Montreal’s claim is 
said to be $500,000, but it is hardly probable that it is so 
large, in view of the fact that bonds to that amount only 
have been issued. 

The company had large tracts of Crown Lands, about 
300 square miles, under lease for lumbering purposes. 
These leases were renewable, under the twenty-five years 
system of the province, on August 1. The company was, 
of course, not in a position to pay for and obtain 
the renewals, and it is said that the Surveyor General has 
declined for the present to transfer them to the trust com- 
pany. This is a complication which may possibly help un- 
secured lumber creditors, some of whom have been pretty 
badly treated, the trust company even attempting to take 
from them undelivered and unpaid for logs. 

The general impression in New Brunswick is that the 
mills must continue to be worked. They have cost about 
$1,000,000, but the money has been largely spent in putting 
in and throwing out expensive plant and machinery. Ex- 
perimenting with new processes or new machinery has been 
the order from the time the works were established.

The Great Northern Paper Company’s Extensions.

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ONE CENT A POUND. 


That Is the Advance Made by the Rope Paper Makers—Due 
to the High Price of Stock—Is Rope 
- Being Cornered ? 


The rope paper manufacturers included in and afhliated 
with the Colonial Paper Company held a meeting on 
Thursday of last week at Judge L’Amereaux’s office, 32 
Wall street, New York, at which it was agreed to advance 
the price of the No. 1 roll rope paper made by the mill 
represented 1 cent a pound. This advance does not come 
anywhere near compensating the manufacturers for the 
long continued high cost of their raw material. The 
slight advance made is due to the extra conservative spirit 
of the leaders in the Colonial Paper Company. These 
men claim that the high price of old rope represents a sit 
uation that is abnormal, and one that should not last. One 
of them in conversation with a representative of THe Pa- 
PER TRADE JOURNAL said this week: “If this thing contin- 
ues much longer some Yankee genius will find a substi 
tute for old rope, and then for a time at least the rope 
paper manufacturers will not hear the cry of ‘shortage of 
raw material.’ Now perhaps there is some scarcity in the 
supply for a number of reasons. In the first place the 
shipments of hemp from Manila have been very small for 
rs and a half. That has no doubt cur- 


the past two ye: 
tailed the consumption of rope, as the price of new rope 
was high. Then again we hear that there have been new 
uses found for old rope, and last of all the statement is 
made that wire rope has been substituted quite freely 
within the past few years for manila rope. Still admitting 
that there is some truth in the reasons assigned for the 
scarcity we rope manufacturers are by no means con- 
vinced that the supply is so excessively short from natural 
causes. We think that large quantities of old rope are 
being held by men who would profit by its scarcity 
Some of our brother manufacturers who needed supplies 
in a hurry have paid as high as 37g cents. Others have 
been told that they could have small quantities of old ropes 
if they would pay 4 cents per pound. Now we cannot 


continue to make rope papers and pay any such prices.”

In the manufacture of paper, more especially news pa- 
per, it is usual to blow cool or cold air against the sur- 
faces of the calender rolls to control their temperature, 
thus regulating and controlling their expansion or con- 
traction and by this means avoiding imperfections in the 
sheet of paper as it passes over the rolls. At present this 
is accomplished by bringing pipes up through the floor, 
with branches extending horizontally from the same to 
discharge to the rolls. This is clumsy and cumbersome. 
The upright pipes are very much in the way in passing 
the paper through the rolls, and it is hardly practicable to 
use the pipes on both sides of the rolls without interfering 
with the feed of the paper.

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in Fig. 2. Dampers G may be pivoted to the stand adja- 
cent to the point of connection of the discharge pipes to 
close the opening for such pipes when the latter are re- 
moved. 

3y this invention there are avoided the expense of the 
unnecessary upright pipes and the objections incident to 
their use, thus furnishing an improved construction at a 
reduced cost, which can be put up and taken down in 
less time than the ordinary construction, occupies no floor 
space, and is entirely out of the way, allowing free and 
unobstructed for a machine tender to work in. 
Further, the air can be directed against both the front 
and rear sides of the rolls, and by supplying the cool air 
to the stands or housings which carry the bearings for
